Raging Texas 
Snowstorm 
Fatal To 16 
' 


Drifts Up To 6 Feet 
High Reported; 3 0 
Cars, Bus Marooned 


PLAINVIEW, Tex. 13—A raging 
snowstorm continued to lash West 
Texas today, paralyzing transpor­ 
tation and piling drifts to rooftops. 
National G u a r d s m e n using 
heavy trucks Friday night brought 
in motorists and passengers ma­ 
rooned south of here after about 30 
cars and a bus were stalled by 
drifts up to 
6 feet high. 
This South Plains city of 18,000 
appeared to be bearing the brunt 
of the snowfall. Early today more 
than a foot of snow had fallen and 
a roaring North wind had swept it 
into huge drifts that in places 
reached the eaves of homes. 
At Dalhart, Amarillo, Lubbock 
and Abilene, where the driving 
snow was still raging, the fall 
measured from 2 to 8 inches. Far 
West Texas, which was blanketed 
Friday, had snows ranging up 
to IO inches. 
All but the southern and eastern 
part of the state remained under 
a coating of ice and snow today as 
freezing rains and sleet continued 
to fall at Wichita 
Falls, Tex­ 
arkana, Longview, Tyler, Dallas, 
Fort Worth, and Mineral Wells. 
At least 16 deaths have been 
blamed on the blizzard since it 
roared into the Panhandle this 
mid-week and then spread over 
most of Texas. Most of the deaths 
were due to traffic mishaps on ice-

The congressional group, headed 
by Sen. Douglas (D-Ill), is holding 
hearings on the President’s recent 
economic report. 
In it, Eisenhower asked t h a t 
serious consideration be given to

credit is rising too fast.

W hatever the United States m ight 
do that It has not tried to do already would 
be brushed off contemptuously as a threat to 
Russian security. 
In their separate orbits, the Soviet Union 
and the United States each represents the core 
of the bilaterial power balance that is the one 
thing in international 
relations 
which 
never 
changes. 
Nations drift or ar** thrown from one side 
to the other in the ageless shuffling of the 
world’s power, but the balance is timeless. It 
provides the 
incentive 
for 
competitive na­ 
tionalism, which Is 
“ keeping up 
with 
the 
Joneses” on an international scale. 
President Eisenhower and Prem ier Bulganin 
both understand this. They also understand 
that exchanges of notes about friendship trea­ 
ties have a powerful impact on governments 
still wavering between the two orbits of inter­ 
national power. 
The Kremlin, unfortunately, seems to under­ 
stand it better than the White House, which 
now has been caught twice in the em barrassing 
predicam ent of slapping down a protestation of 
good will by Moscow. 


No Basis For Federal Aid 
When all school districts within states and all 
states have comparable standards of financial, 
support for their schools, there will be some 
basis for federal aid to education. 
Until 
that happy day 
comes, 
federal-aid 
proposals are not likely to get congressional 
approval. As the research departm ent of the 
Ohio Chamber of Commerce points out, there 
is no m erit in an arrangem ent that would cause 
Ohioans to carry the educational burdens of 
their fellow citizens in other states when they 
are scarcely able to carry their own. 
If the tim e ever comes when Ohioans are in a 
mood to send two dollars to Washington in the 
hope of getting one dollar back for their own 
schools, they will be as firm about tax equaliza­ 
tion throughout the 48 states as they have been 
about it in their own state, to protect themselves 
against free riders. 
Under no circum stances, would they perm it 
federal ak! to be given to states Insisting on 
separate school systems for colored pupils. And 
under no circum stances would they favor the 
latest trick to divide up the wealth, which is 
a proposal to pay “ prevailing wages” on schools 
built with federal aiel. 
The federal government has no right to im­ 
pose that practice on local school districts. To 
do so would be to prove there is no such thing 
as federal aid without federal control, which 
is too high a price to pay even for states that 
would get a free ride from federal aid.

Trum an apparent­ 
ly found himself misled by his j 
Middle E ast experts in the State 
Departm ent, some of whom 
he 
was surprised to discover were 
anti-Semitic. 


THE 'ARABS, as they are called, 
have had little experience in self­ 
government or in international re­ 
lations, but since World 
War 
I 
rescued them from the Turks, they 
have been moving into an interest­ 
ing and 
im portant 
international 
position based upon the economic 
wealth that comes from oil. 
If their machinations should suc­ 
ceed and if they could find a union 
among themselves, they could de­ 
velop into the Third Power, 
the 
United States and the Soviet uni­ 
versal state being the other two. 
They

and

great powers would live in fear of 
them. 
The realistic difficulty that the 
Arabs encounter is their general 
dislike for each other which is only 
natural considering their history 
and r a c i a l 
complexity.

in all the world.

namely,

of her m anufactured goods.

Japan, that m arket is M anchuria 
and

China 
m ainland; 
for 
G reat Britain, it is the M editer­ 
ranean and that vast hinterland of 


peoples, the Middle East, as it is 
called — all the world that lies 
west of Turkestan and north of 
India in Asia and the African lands 
close tor. It is the 
Arab world. 
This G r e a t Britain m ust have 
as a m arket or British industries 
will not survive.

that started all the world down­ 
hill. Kaiser Wilhelm realized the 
significance of the Arab work! as 
a factor in world trade. The British 
had to recognize then, as they do 
now, that to deprive them of the 
Middle Eastern m arkets would be 
as devastating as the diversion 
of the Gulf Stream from its normal 
course. 


THE ARMS DEAL between Nas­ 
ser of Egypt and Czechoslovakia 
was really 
a 
teaser to s h o w 
G reat Britain and 
the 
United 
States that the Soviet 
state 
is 
ready to enter the banking, lend­ 
ing, selling, credit-giving m arket 
and has the facilities to do the 
business that G reat Britain has 
been accustomed to do in this 
area and on t e r m s which may 
for the moment be preferable. 
It is an entirely new phase of the 
cold war and m ay be difficult one 
to do anything about short of long 
and insecure American credits for 
the purchase of British goods by 
nations which are strictly neutral 
in the sense that they will accept 
bribes from anybody. 
What has happened is that the 
Russians have adopted the im­ 
moralities of the M arshall Plan as 
their own 
and 
apparently have 
ample provisions to rn a k e good 
their promises. 
According to their theories, the 
cost of the M arshall Plan and the 
cold w ar should have produced 
bankruptcy in the United States. 
Thus far, it had not done so. 
What w l the effect of their own 
arm am ent program plus their sort 
of M arshall Plan do to them** 
There is no advantage in guess­ 
ing about i t The results will be 
clear before very long. The cost 
is bound to be enormous and, in the 
Russian system, it can only be 
taken out of the standard of living 
of the people. 
This problem is not amusing be­ 
cause every day, the western sit­ 
uation grows more difficult as the 
Russians refuse to allow even a 
moment of respite from their kind 
of turmoil.

BOSTON UPV—Ted Williams, no 
longer the “ splendid splinter” but 
showing little sign of his advancing 
years, looked forward to spring 
training today after signing for his 
14th season with the Boston Red 
Sox. 
The big slugger, who will be 38 
in August, laughingly admitted he 
weighed 220—“ the most 
in 
my 
life” — after inking a c o n t a c t 
which will pay him in the neigh­ 
borhood of $100,000 a year. 
Williams, baseball's highest sal­ 
aried player, needed only a 40- 
minute huddle with owner Tom 
Yawkey, his biggest fan, and Gen. 
Mgr. Joe Cronin Friday before 
agreeing to term s for 1956. 
“ I’m very pleased and happy 
with my contract,” Williams told 
writers in Yawkey's Fenway Park 
office.

INGLEWOOD, Calif. (F-“There*s 
a suitcase by the telephone booth 
in your bank," the mysterious tele­ 
phone caller said. “ You’d better 
look into it." 
In the booth, Frank Snyder, as­ 
sistant m anager at the Bank of 
America branch, found a letter 
Friday attached to a black valise. 
The letter directed him to an au- 
thentic-looking “bom b", in a sec­ 
ond suitcase chained to a check 
table. 
The suitcase contained 27 sticks 
of radio-controlled dynamite, the 
letter warned, adding that unless 
Snyder put $100,000 in small bills 
in the valise and took it to a nearby 
service station the dynamite would 
be detonated by a radio transm it­ 
ter.

They are ground by a re­ 
volving wheel — driven through 
the machine by another wheel with 
a spiral action, he explained. 
National Drawn has eight of the 
dual grinders that use about 300 
grinding wheels a month. The pro­ 
cess produces “very little” dust be­ 
cause an oil emulsion flow’s over 
the bar as it goes through the 
grinder, carrying away the residue 
as sludge.
